TWIXT 

John B. Merryman, a member of one of Maryland’s oldest families, is the sort of wheeler- 
dealer who can never pass up a bargain—particularly when he spots one in an auction ring. 

So it was at the Maryland Fall Sales in 1966 that he raised his hand to bid $2,000 for the 
4-year-old filly Eveleen who was being sold in foal to * Monte Carlo. After the auctioneer had 
knocked Eveleen down to Mr. Merryman, the buyer turned to his friend Jervis Marshall and asked 
him to sign the sales slip. The reason for his subterfuge was Johnny Merryman’s wife. John later 
explained, "Kitty was in the hospital, and I didn’t want to upset her.” It seems that the very last 
thing Mrs. Merryman wanted was another horse at their Orebanks Farm in Sparks, Md. 

Today Mrs. Merryman is ever so thankful that her husband acquired Eveleen. For without the 
mare there would never have been Twixt, winner of $248,010 and the best Maryland-bred per¬ 
former of the 1973 season. 

Eveleen’s first foal (by *Monte Carlo) was named Careen. She won one race and $3,624. Next 
came Twist (by Restless Native) who also won one race, earning $956. Then Eveleen produced 
her third foal in 1969, and it was this daughter of Restless Native who was to breathe new dollars 
into the entire Merryman operation. 

In retrospect, John seems to have made only one mistake with his champion: He sold a half¬ 
interest in her to Mrs. John Merryman Franklin (a cousin) before Twixt made her first start. But 
John and Kitty kept the filly to train, thus assuring themselves that Twixt would never leave their 
barn. 

Unraced at 2, Twixt finished third at Liberty Bell in her first start at 3. She broke her maiden 
at Pimlico in her fourth race with John, himself, listed as trainer. 

But as everyone close to the Merryman family has known for years, John Merryman is out of 
town as often as he is at home. His cattle auctioneering business is such that he is almost con¬ 
stantly traveling—which means that the day-by-day training of his racing stable is handled by his 
wife, some of his six children and his long-time assistant Nat Johnson. 

So it was not illogical that Mr. and Mrs. Merryman’s oldest child—24-year-old Katy Merryman 
Voss—eventually became the stable’s official trainer. And in 1973 under Katy’s handling (and 
with Nat Johnson’s assistance) Twixt won eight stakes, four of them in consecutive starts. Also 
a winner of two stakes as a 3-year-old (in 1972), Twixt joins Alma North, Politely and Gallorette 
on the Maryland-bred roster of all-time outstanding race mares which have won ten or more added 
money events. 

It is, of course, unfortunate that the two best Maryland-bred performers of the 1973 season 
competed in the same division. That wonderfully durable and brilliant mare Alma North won 
seven stakes last year and, although she gained no divisional championship, she was clearly the 
second best Maryland-bred performer of the 1973 season.

LIANGA 

Quite amazingly, the best Maryland-bred 2-year-old filly of the 1973 season was also the best 
juvenile filly to race last year in France. Bred by Mrs. Bruce M. Donaldson (a daughter of the late 
William duPont, Jr.), Lianga was foaled at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm where her dam, 
Leven Ones, was to be bred back to Royal Gunner. 

Mrs. Donaldson, who lives in Kennett Square (Pa.) at her Spring Lea Farm, owned Lianga 
for only the first two months of her life. Says Mrs. Donaldson, "Peter Fuller (owner of the filly’s 
sire, Dancer’s Image) saw her in a field at Sagamore and immediately decided he had to own her. 
So I sold her to him on the spot.” 

Since Lianga (then unnamed) was still a suckling, she was shipped to Mrs. Donaldson’s Penn¬ 
sylvania farm following the breeding season along with her dam. When weaned in September the 
filly was returned to Sagamore. 

It was at Sagamore that she came to the attention of Alec Wildenstein (son of Daniel Wild- 
enstein) and the Wildenstein trainer, Maurice Zilber (who later left Wildenstein employment to 
train for Nelson Bunker Hunt, owner of Dahlia and winner of the 1973 Washington International 
at Laurel). 

Young Wildenstein and his trainer asked Mr. Fuller for a price on the filly, found it accept¬ 
able and made the deal. In December of 1972 Lianga was shipped to France to join the main divi¬ 
sion of the Wildenstein stable. 

Winning her first four starts in France, Lianga won two stakes, including the Prix Robert 
Papin at Maisons-Laffitte in which she earned $49,309. The Robert Papin is termed a juvenile 
'‘classic” in France and is open to both colts and fillies. 

Lianga encountered her only defeat in her fifth and final race of the year. "She went to her 
knees at the start,” explains Mr. Fuller, "and ran remarkably well to get up to fourth position at 
the finish.” 

The success of Lianga was no doubt a major factor in Mr. Wildenstein’s decision to lease 
Dancer’s Image from Mr. Fuller for the 1974-75-76 breeding seasons. Now in Ireland (he had stood 
at Glade Valley Farms near Frederick), Dancer’s Image has a full book for 1974 at a stud fee of 
4,000 pounds with no guarantees. 

Lianga’s dam is still owned by Mrs. Donaldson. Barren to Royal Gunner following her 1971 
covers, Leven Ones was bred the following year to Dancer’s Image and produced in 1973 a full- 
brother to the champion filly. "But,” says Mrs. Donaldson, "I don’t own that colt now. Peter Fuller 
liked him, too, so I sold him to him a few months after he was born.” 

Barren for 1974, Leven Ones is scheduled to be bred this spring to Bold Bidder.

GUSTY O'SHAY 

Based on what Gusty O’Shay showed at Saratoga in August, the gelding rated accolades as 
an outstanding member of the nation’s 1973 crop of 2-year-olds. At the up-state New York track 
Gusty made two starts, winning the $75,000-added Hopeful Stakes and finishing a bang-up second 
in the Saratoga Special. 

But unfortunately for Gusty O’Shay, the season didn’t end at Saratoga. He was to make two 
more starts, and in neither of those races—the Cowdin at Belmont and the Maryland Futurity at 
Laurel—did he show any semblance of his mid-summer brilliance. 

Not even hindsight can explain the heights and depths of this remarkable gelding’s 1973 
campaign. 

He began in May at Penn National where he was ninth in a $5,000 claiming race for maidens. 
His second start came at Shenandoah in another $5,000 maiden race and again he was beaten. 
But in June at Delaware the gelding found the winner’s circle by defeating $7,500 platers at odds 
of 42 to 1. 

Gusty then put together a winning streak of three straight races before moving to Saratoga 
for his fine performance in the Special—a race he lost by only three-quarters of a length. His next 
start was the Hopeful which he won wire to wire, stamping himself as a leader of his division. 

But Gusty O’Shay’s prominence was short-lived. He was beaten 32 lengths in the Cowdin 
and 15 lengths in the Maryland Futurity. Both times he was last. 

At season’s end the question as to Gusty’s true form was still unanswered. 

Almost as intriguing as the gelding’s race record is his pedigree. 

He is from the first full crop of the unraced Double Jay stallion Rose Argent. And his dam, 
Stormy O’Shay, was acquired by breeders Mrs. G. Tyson Hopkins and Mrs. Lola Peters (who are 
sisters) on a claim of $2,500 at Charles Town. The stud service to Rose Argent was free. Gusty 
O’Shay was himself castrated because as a colt he was too rough for Mrs. Hopkins’ 70-year-old 
husband to handle. Even further accentuating Gusty’s romantic background is the fact that his trainer, 
Harrison Johnson, is a black man who doubles as the gelding’s exercise boy. 

So with this horse it is nearly impossible to get down to cold, hard facts. In many ways Gusty 
typifies the plot which Hollywood has used so many times to win a Kentucky Derby. 

And based on August at Saratoga, even a Hollywood ending would not seem impossible. In 
fact The Jockey Club’s handicapper, Kenny Noe, thought so much of Gusty that he gave him 119 
pounds on the 1973 Experimental. This was the highest assignment for a Maryland-bred since Native 
Prince drew the same weight in 1966. 

Rose Argent, sire of the 1973 Maryland-bred champion, has profited handsomely by his son’s 
sudden fame. The stallion, a foal of 1966, has had his stud fee doubled (from $500 to $1,000) and 
is getting mares the likes of which he could only dream about in earlier years. Owned by Mrs. 
Samuel F. duPont, the bay horse stands at Kennersley Stud in Church Hill, Md. It was also at 
Kennersley Stud that Mrs. Hopkins foaled her mare. Mrs. Hopkins and her sister live in Great Falls, 
Virginia.

MARIAN BENDER 


When a horse wins seven consecutive races (including four stakes), the public begins to 
think "well, maybe this one is unbeatable.” That’s the way it was with 1973’s 3-year-old champion 
Marian Bender when she went postward last spring in Pimlico’s Politely Stakes. But, to the dismay 
of the chalk players, Marian Bender not only failed to win that six-furlong race (she was 1-toTO 
favorite) but actually wound up fifth in the nine-horse field. 

Although 1973 still had another eight months to go, April was really the last month of the 
year as far as Marian Bender was concerned. She was to make only one more start (an unsuccess¬ 
ful one in early May) before being put away for the season. 

Bred by Dr. Edgar F. Berman, Marian Bender was the first stakes winner sired by Bold Mon¬ 
arch (who is also the sire of the top Maryland-bred stakes-winning colt Bold Victor). The filly’s 
dam, Appealable, died when Marian was one month old. 

Foster mother to the orphan was Dr. Berman’s wife, Phoebe, who raised the filly on a bottle 
at the Berman’s 50-acre Fernwood Farm in Baltimore county. Recalls the world renowned medical 
doctor who is former Vice President Hubert Humphrey’s personal physician and confidante, "If I 
hadn’t put my foot down Phoebe would have kept that foal in our bedroom.” 

Marian Bender prospered on Mrs. Berman’s food and affection. 

As a yearling she was bought by Ben Rosenthal for $4,000—no one having the slightest idea 
that this filly was to be the first stakes-winner ever bred by Dr. Berman. 

Mr. Rosenthal then sold Marian Bender early in her 2-year-old year to the brothers Norman 
and Nelson Seltzer who are meat dealers and restaurant operators in Montreal, Canada. The Seltzers 
retained Rosenthal as their trainer, but Ben more or less sublet that job by hiring Claude (Drop 
Cord) Buchanan, Jr., as his trainer. Explained Rosenthal, ’’Drop Cord’s been with me 20 to 25 
years. He started as an exercise boy. He’s been a first-class groom, and he wanted to move up. But 
he thought that because he’s black that he’d never make it. I told him being black didn’t hurt his 
chances with me. And I proved that point by making him trainer.” 

Throughout her 10-race career Drop Cord was Marian Bender’s trainer. And the results speak 
for themselves, or, as Rosenthal says it, ”He’s done one hellava job. He deserves all the credit for 
this filly.”

BOLD VICTOR 


There is a parallel of sorts between Bold Victor and the man who bred him, 60-year-old 
George W. DeFranceaux. 

Bold Victor and his breeder were both shunted around as youngsters. The horse went on to 
become the best Maryland-bred colt of the 1973 season, while the man developed into a million¬ 
aire mortgage broker with a 275-acre farm on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. 

Winner of two stakes and $51,395, Bold Victor was sold by Mr. DeFranceaux in the 1971 
Eastern Fall Yearling Sales at Timonium to Cheryl London for $4,500. But Miss London wasn’t 
happy with her purchase. Dubious of the Bold Monarch colt’s soundness, she tried to have the 
sale voided. When advised that the sale was final and not open to negotiation, Miss London pedaled 
her yearling to Nathan Scherr for $2,000. 

Mr. Scherr turned Bold Victor over to trainer John Lenzini, and under Lenzini’s expert han¬ 
dling the magnificent cripple won the 1973 renewals of the Francis Scott Key and Pimlico Stakes 
in addition to finishing second in the Swift Stakes. 

Bold Victor is the first stakes-winner ever bred by Mr. DeFranceaux. The Marylander has been 
raising horses at his Sans Souci Lagniappe Farm since acquiring that property in 1965 and regularly 
consigns his yearlings to either the Saratoga or Eastern Fall auctions. 

Although Mr. DeFranceaux’s children and grandchildren might well admit that they were 
’’born to wealth,” this is far from the case with George, himself. His father died at age 28, leaving 
his wife with four children, the oldest of whom was 7. George, then 5, was sent to a foster home 
in Dahlgren, Va., where he remained for ten years. 

He ran away from his foster home when he was 15 because his foster father wouldn’t permit 
him to attend high school. That was how George happened to wind up in Washington—his first 
step on the road to his present status as breeder of the season’s best 3-year old colt.

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NORTH SEA 

IN^orth Sea, winner of three stakes races in 1973, has the sort of pedigree that goes (sometimes) 
with a champion. By the late, great Maryland sire Nearctic, North Sea is out of stakes-placed Look 
Ma, a daughter of champion race horse and champion sire Native Dancer. 

Owned and bred by Alfred G. Vanderbilt, North Sea has earned over $200,000 and seems to 
be improving with age. Twice in 1973 he beat the best on the New York circuit, taking the six- 
furlong Paumonok and the one-mile Westchester. Shipped to Maryland for the restricted Jennings 
Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth, he won that Pimlico race as odds-on favorite. 

Proving that he was an effective horse at almost any distance, the gray 5-year-old also placed 
in the mile and an eighth Excelsior, the mile and three-sixteenths Queens County and the six-furlong 
Sport Page. 

Obviously destined for stud duty at Mr. Vanderbilts Sagamore Farm in Baltimore county, 
North Sea is an outstanding stallion prospect in every respect. The only apparent problem Mr. Van¬ 
derbilt will face is that the horse is so much a product of Sagamore Farm that his owner may have 
difficulty in selecting mares which aren’t closely related to him. North Sea’s first two dams (Look 
Ma and Home-Made) were both bred by Mr. Vanderbilt as was North Sea’s maternal grandsire, 
Native Dancer. 

North Sea is the third horse bred by Mr. Vanderbilt to be honored by a year-end Maryland- 
bred championship award. One of the two others was Show Off, a half-sister to North Sea. The 
Maryland-bred awards (first offered in 1962) have never given Mr. Vanderbilt a Horse of the 
Year citation, but with divisional championships to North Sea, Show Off and Peace Corps it is 
apparent that Sagamore is prospering. 

Robyn C. Smith, the nation’s outstanding female jockey, has ridden North Sea more frequently 
than any other person. Miss Smith is convinced that the horse does his best running on fast dirt 
tracks, and that he is completely incapable of handling turf (seventh as favorite in Laurel’s Con¬ 
stellation H) or mud (fourth as favorite in Laurel’s Monumental H). Except for those two shock¬ 
ingly sub-par performances, North Sea was a consistent performer in 1973, rarely finishing off the 
board.

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LAPLANDER 

Thanks largely to his triumph in Pimlico’s $50,000-added Dixie Handicap, Laplander was voted 
the championship among Maryland-bred grass horses for the 1973 season. 

Foaled in 1967, the bay gelding was bred by Anderson Fowler and dropped at Buckingham 
Farm on Maryland’s Eastern Shore. Buckingham Farm is owned by Mr. and Mrs. E. Edward Hough¬ 
ton, Mr. Fowler’s son-in law and daughter. 

Unraced at 2, Laplander has been a stakes-winner in each of the last three seasons, earning over 
$200,000. He is, in Mrs. Houghton’s words, 'sound as a dollar, despite his age.” 

During the 1973 season Laplander earned more than $90,000, placing in five stakes in addition 
to winning the Dixie. 

Although he races in the Buckingham Farm colors, the gelding is actually owned by a partner¬ 
ship of Buckingham Farm and Mr. Fowler. 

Asked about Laplander’s future, Mrs. Houghton said: "He’ll race again in 1974 because he’s 
sound, feeling good and can still win in allowance and stakes company. But he’ll never run for a 
claiming tag. When he gets to that point we’ll bring him home and make a hunter out of him. He 
has a real gentle disposition and shouldn’t be hard to make over. My guess is that in a couple of 
years my husband Eddie will be hunting him.” 

Laplander is by the 20-year-old stallion Assemblyman who is owned by Mr. Fowler and stands 
at Buckingham Farm. Mrs. Houghton reports that Assemblyman is "in perfect health” and has a 
larger book this year than he did in 1973. 

Laplander’s dam, Reindeer, is by Polynesian. She has produced one other stakes winner, the 
* Amerigo filly First Noel. Reindeer was purchased by Mr. Fowler in the 1964 Keeneland Fall mixed 
sale for $13,000. She was at that time carrying First Noel in utero. First Noel was honored by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association as the best Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly of the 1968 season. 
The filly suffered a fatal heart attack, however, in her first start as a 4-year-old.

INKSLINGER 

For the fourth consecutive year Mrs. Michael Sanger’s Inkslinger was the season’s best Maryland- 
bred jumper. But in 1973 the bay gelding did all of his racing in Ireland and England, having been 
shipped abroad in the fall of 1972, soon after America’s steeplechasing began its collapse. 

A stakes winner in this country as a 3 and 4-year-old, Inkslinger captured two stakes in Eng¬ 
land last year at 6 and, in the opinion of trainer Dan Moore, ’probably won’t reach his peak for 
another two to three years.” 

Although based in Ireland, Inkslinger did most of his racing last year in England—a circum¬ 
stance which required frequent shipping of the horse by air. "That is the big disadvantage to having 
him stabled in Ireland,” said Mrs. Sanger. "But I like and respect Dan Moore so much that I think 
it’s worth the problems caused by the shipping.” 

Stating that Inkslinger is essentially a ’'big fence” horse, Mrs. Sanger says she has no immediate 
plans to return him to this country. "There’s just not enough here for him. Maybe one year we’ll try 
the race they have at Auteuil in Paris. And, possibly, we might do a Jay Trump-in-reverse by bring¬ 
ing him home to run in the Maryland Hunt Cup. But things like the Maryland Hunt Cup are all 
dreams right now. If he does get into timber racing, it will no doubt be through the hunting field. 
But hunting and timber racing are a long way off—as Dan said, he’s a couple of years away from 
his peak form. And we have no intention of stopping him while he’s going good.” 

Mrs. Sanger purchased Inkslinger as a yearling from the Eastern Fall Sales at Timonium for 
$5,500. (Editor’s note: Mrs. Sanger was at that time married to Marshall Jenney.) Bred by Glade 
Valley Farms, the bay son of Bronze Babu achieved his greatest fame in 1971 by winning the 
$100,000 Colonial Cup at Camden (S.C.).

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1973 Experimental 


The best of the 1973 crop of 2-year-olds underwent their annual evaluation by The Jockey 
Club’s handicapper, Ken Noe, early this month and of the 12,555 horses eligible for inclusion in 
his Experimental Handicap ratings Noe tapped 161—80 colts, 68 fillies and 13 geldings. 

Among the honorees were eight Maryland-breds, the best of whom was Mrs. G. Tyson Hop¬ 
kins’ Gusty O’Shay who was pegged at 119 pounds. Winner of the $75,000-added Hopeful at 
Saratoga and runner-up in the Saratoga Special, the gelding is from the first full crop of Mrs. 
Samuel F. duPont’s unraced stallion Rose Argent who stands at Kennersley Stud on Maryland’s 
Eastern Shore. 

The other seven Maryland-breds were: Meadow Stables Capital Asset, 114; Arthur J. Rooney’s 
Christopher R., 112; Milton Polinger’s Move Abroad, filly, 112; Pepino and Prestileo’s Trenton Joe, 
111; David P. Reynolds’ Der Giragossian, 110; Miami Lakes Ranch’s Exclusive Hat, filly, 109, and 
Michael C. Erlanger’s Kudara, filly, 109. 

Stallions represented by their offspring on the Experimental included eight living sires pres¬ 
ently standing in Maryland, and one which stood in Maryland but has been sold out of state. 
Also represented was one which stood in Maryland at the time of his death. 

The resident sires are: Rose Argent (Gusty O’Shay), Wise Exchange (Divine Grace), Rest¬ 
less Native (Moving Cloud), Going Abroad (Move Abroad), Aristocratic (Trenton Joe), Be 
Somebody (Der Giragossian), Exclusive Nashua (Exclusive Hat) and Rock Talk (Kudara). 

The former resident was Knightly Manner (Stonewalk). Nearctic, sire of Chalk Face, was 
standing at stud in Maryland at the time of his death last year. 

Although Maryland doubled its Experimental representation in 1973 (from four in 1972 to 
eight in 1973), the total was well below the record number of 13 set in 1970. The two second 
best years for Maryland-breds were 1968 and 1966 when 10 were weighted. 

Surprisingly, Maryland’s most successful stallions were largely from the $1,000 stud fee class 
with only the deceased Nearctic and the medium priced Restless Native claiming higher fees. 

Missing from this year’s Experimental were the two 1972 leaders Rash Prince (who placed 
a near-record number of three offspring last year) and Impressive (who had two offspring weighted 
in 1972). 

No Maryland stallion had more than one representative on this year’s listing.

Divine Grace, a California-bred, is by Wise 
Exchange who was Maryland’s leading 
2-year-old sire in 1973. Wise Exchange 
was moved to Maryland in 1971, standing 
at Stymie Manor Farm which is owned by 
the family of the late Hirsch Jacobs. Win¬ 
ner of $173,000, Wise Exchange was a top 
race horse, winning the Tremont, Flamingo 
and Fountain of Youth. He stands for a 
live foal fee of $1,000. 


Capital Asset is a half-brother to Horse of 
the Year Secretariat and is by the Virginia 
stallion First Landing. Foaled in Maryland 
at E. P. Taylor’s Windfields Farm, Capital 
Asset made only one start as a 2-year-old, 
winning a 5 ^-furlong test at Aqueduct 
over maidens. The colt’s dam, Something- 
royal, was sent to Windfields to foal be¬ 
cause it was at that farm that she was bred 
in 1971 to Maryland’s leading sire North¬ 
ern Dancer. 


Chalk Face, a Kentucky-bred, is by the de¬ 
ceased Maryland sire Nearctic who was put 
down in 1973 because of an incurable 
case of lymphangitis. Nearctic, the property 
of a syndicate, stood at Mrs. Richard du- 
Pont’s Woodstock Farm and was annually 
listed at or near the top of the Maryland 
stallion standings. His offspring have 
earned over 6 million dollars and that total 
does not include money earned by his 
foreign-raced offspring. Nearctic’s greatest 
son was Northern Dancer who currently 
stands in Maryland. 


Moving Cloud, a Kentucky-bred, is by the 
ever-improving Maryland sire Restless Na¬ 
tive who stands at Alfred Vanderbilt’s 
Sagamore Farm. Although he made only 
three starts (winning two races), Restless 
Native boasts an outstanding pedigree, 
being by Native Dancer out of Next Move 
by Bull Lea. His daughter Twixt was the 
best Maryland-bred horse of the 1973 sea¬ 
son.

A galloping winner of 
Shenandoah’s $59,350 Tri-State Futurity 
Stakes, the colt was second only to Gusty 
O’Shay among Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
colts in money earned. By the out-of-state 
sire Loom, Christopher R. was foaled at 
Rooney’s Shamrock Farm in Howard 
county. His dam (the non-winning # Cavan 
mare Rita Marie) has produced no other 
stakes-winners. 



Move Abroad is owned by her breeder, 
Milton Polinger. Her sire, Going Abroad, 
stood at Glade Valley Farm in 1970, the 
year Move Abroad was conceived. In 1974 
Going Abroad will stand at Elberton Hill 
Farm in Darlington, Md. Move Abroad was 
unquestionably the best of the Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old fillies racing in 1973 in 
America but lost the filly title to Lianga 
who performed in France. Move Abroad’s 
trainer, B. P. Hacker, was the only Mary¬ 
land conditioner to place two horses (the 
other was Christopher R.) on the 1973 
Experimental. 


Virginia-bred Stonewalk is by the former 
Maryland sire Knightly Manner who was 
exported to England in 1973. Knightly 
Manner earned over $430,000 on the 
tracks, making him Round Table’s greatest 
money-winning son. When in Maryland 
the horse stood at Merryland Farm for a 
live foal fee of $3,000.

Trenton Joe is a son of Aristocratic, being 
from that young stallion’s second full crop 
of foals. Aristocratic (by Hail to Reason 
out of Searching) was bred by the late 
Hirsch Jacobs and stands now at Dr. Don¬ 
ald Merryman’s Cherbry-Maurlyn Farm for 
a live foal fee of $1,000.

Undefeated in 
two starts (and winner of a Maryland Fund 
stakes in his second start) Der Giragossian 
takes his name from Mr. Reynolds’ son-in- 
law—Willie Der Giragossian.

Maryland-Bred Rules 

from the JVtaryland Racing Commission's "Rules of Racing" 

398. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each 
horse must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To qualify 
for such registration the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and. 
in addition, unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his 
breeding stock continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a 
mare having conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State 
to foal and covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

(a) A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam 
at the time of foaling. 

(b) Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission, and the decision of the Commission shall be final. 

(c) To be considered a Maryland stallion, it is required that he be in the State of 
Maryland for at least one full breeding season, commonly understood to be the first 
six months of a year, or if the stallion is brought in subsequent to the start of the 
breeding season he must be approved as a Maryland stallion by the Registration Com¬ 
mittee of the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. 





Two Separate Racing Programs 
Provide Maryland-Bred Revenue 

Maryland Fund Purses 


The Maryland Fund program provided $1,200,500 in purse money in 1973. All Maryland Fund races were 
of course, restricted to registered Maryland-bred horses. In addition, the Maryland Fund provided breeders with 
bonus awards totaling $120,050 and to the owners of stallions standing in Maryland went a total of $44,800 
in bonus awards. 

An explanation of the mechanics of the Maryland Fund program follows: 

The Maryland Fund Program is administered by a five-man committee of which Carle A. Jackson is 
chairman. Mr. Jackson is also a member of the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Other Maryland Fund Committee members are; Alvin Karwacki (representing the mile tracks), Howard 
M. Mosner, Jr. (minor tracks), Stuart S. Janney, Jr. (the Maryland Horse Breeders Association) and Robert A. 
Leonard (the Maryland Horse Breeders Association). 

Although the Fund is supervised by this committee, the committee is empowered to do nothing more than 
make recommendations to the Maryland Racing Commission. 

Money generated for the Fund (.50 per cent of the mutuel handle) by a particular track is spent specifically 
at that track. A carryover in money accumulated but not spent (or money spent in excess of Maryland Fund 
income) is maintained from one year to the next. 

Since the Maryland Fund purse distribution is decided upon prior to the start of a meeting, it is virtually 
impossible for purse distribution exactly to equal Maryland Fund income. 

After eleven and a half years of operation, the difference between income ($9,299,256.57) and expenditure 
($9,315,610) is $16,353.43. 

Maryland Fund purses at the mile tracks range from a minimum of $6,500 to a top purse of $30,000. 
Half-mile tracks offer a minimum purse of $5,000 in the Fund program. Their maximum purse is $12,000. 

In all Maryland Fund races the breeder of the winner receives a bonus equivalent to 10 per cent of the 
gross purse. And if the sire of the winner stood in Maryland at the time the winner was conceived, the owner 
of that stallion receives a bonus equivalent to 5 per cent of the gross purse. 


'Open Race Bonuses' 


The program of races restricted to Maryland-breds which existed prior to the passage of House Bill 106 
in 1962 is still maintained on a three-a-week basis. These races have no set purse pattern. Purse money for 
them comes from the tracks’ normal overnight purse distribution. 

These Maryland-bred races are designed to accommodate the cheaper grade of Maryland-breds. Purses for 
these races at the mile tracks are normally in the $3,000-$6,000 range. No breeder bonuses are paid to the 
winners of these Maryland-bred races. 

Purses for these Maryland-bred races totaled $388,600 during the 1973 season. 

The ‘open” race breeder bonuses are paid by the tracks themselves. These bonuses go to the breeders 

of the winners of all races which are not restricted to Maryland-breds. 

At both the mile and half-mile tracks, open race breeder bonuses are a sum equivalent to 14 per cent of 
the winner’s share of the purse—except that no mile track is reauired to pay more than .08 per cent of its 
total mutuel handle in open race breeders’ awards and no half-mile track is required to pay more than .15 per 
cent of its total mutuel handle in open race breeders’ awards. 

If open race breeder awards total more than the specified percentages when computed on the basis of 14 
per cent of the winner’s share of the purse, then the 14 per cent figure is reduced by the necessary amount. 

The total amount paid in open race breeder awards by the tracks in 1973 was $205,051.79. 

All breeders and stallion owners gaining bonuses pay to the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 10 per 
cent of each bonus as a service charge for the bookkeeping involved in maintaining records for the various 
programs.

Setting a new record for breeder awards 
accumulated during a single year, Glade Valley 
Farms was the top earner of Maryland-bred 
bonuses in 1973 for the second year in a row. 
Horses bred by Glade Valley and its partners 
accounted for $19,120.07 in bonus awards, 
easily surpassing the previous high of $13,- 
502.91 which was set by Glade Valley in 1972. 

The farm, located near Frederick, is owned 
by Dr. Robert A. Leonard, Stanley Bender and 
Mrs. Philip Hart. It was acquired by the present 
owners in 1962. Dr. Leonard, a veterinarian, 
is also Glade Valley’s manager and operational 
head. 

Although only one Maryland-bred champion¬ 
ship was earned last year by Glade Valley (the 
farm bred Inkslinger, the state’s champion 


jumper), a mare who won seven stakes was 
actually Glade Valley’s hottest 1973 product. 
That mare was, of course, the great Alma North 
who finished second in her division to Twixt. 

Glade Valley sold Alma North as a yearling 
at Saratoga for $15,500. For owner Eugene 
Mori the daughter of Northern Dancer and 
Spaws Arrow has earned over a half-million 
dollars. 

In gaining top position for Maryland-bred 
awards for the second straight year, Glade 
Valley duplicates a feat accomplished previously 
only by Woodlawn Farm which won back to 
back honors in 1964 and 1965. Woodlawn 
Farm, owned by the late Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
A. Edgar, is now a part of the planned city of 
Columbia.

Northern Dancer 
Regains No. 1 
Stallion Ranking 



Gaining the nod in a three-horse photo 
finish, Northern Dancer topped Maryland’s 
general sire list for the 1973 season to gain 
his third year-end championship as the states 
top stallion. The syndicated son of Nearctic 
was the Maryland leader also in 1970 and 
1971. 

Finishing less than $9,000 behind Northern 
Dancer was Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Restless Na¬ 
tive with the deceased syndicate-owned Ne¬ 
arctic an ever so close third. 

Nearctic, sire of the leader, had topped the 
Maryland standing in 1972, 1969, 1968 and 
1967. In fact, since 1967 the championship has 
shifted back and forth between only Nearctic 
and Northern Dancer, a father-son combina¬ 
tion. 

Northern Dancer, who stands for a fee of 
$25,000 with no guarantees, had out five stakes 
winners in 1973. His 41 starters earned $593,- 
062. 

By comparison, Restless Native, who com¬ 
mands a $5,000 stud fee, sired three 1973 
stakes winners. His 59 starters earned $584,883. 

Nearctic, who was put down last year be¬ 


cause of an incurable case of lymphangitis, was 
represented by four 1973 stakes winners. His 
62 starters earned $568,031. 

Northern Dancer, himself a winner of $580,- 
000 on the tracks, stands at E. P. Taylor’s 
Windfields Farm in Chesapeake City. Now 13 
years old, the stallion has sired the winners of 
over 4 million dollars. 

Restless Native stands at his owner’s Saga¬ 
more Farm in Baltimore county. Never able to 
show his full potential on the tracks because 
of an injury (he won two of three starts), Rest¬ 
less Native boasts an outstanding pedigree in 
which is combined the blood of two cham¬ 
pions—Native Dancer and Next Move. 

Of the top four living sires for 1973, three 
stand in the Chesapeake City area of Mary¬ 
land. In addition to Northern Dancer, the trio 
includes Impressive ($485,965) and Noble 
Jay ($478,145). Impressive resides at Wind- 
fields Farm, while Noble Jay makes his home 
at Mr. and Mrs. C. Marshall Glass’s The Gam¬ 
bit. 

Also noteworthy in the 1973 statistics is the 
emergence of Wise Exchange as the state’s lead- 
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ing freshman sire. Although represented only 
by his first crop of foals to race (2-year-olds 
of 1973), Wise Exchange finished 36th in the 
general sire list. He had only eight starters, 
but they earned a whopping $109,963. 

Wise Exchange is owned by a syndicate and 
stands at the Stymie Manor Farm in Monkton 
for a live foal fee of $1,000. The 9-year-old 
stallion was not only Maryland’s leading fresh¬ 
man sire but also was second in the nation in 
that department. 


Other young stallions who made the state’s 
leading sire list for the first time were Solo 
Landing (three crops of racing age), Bold 
Monarch (three crops), Aristocratic (two 
crops), and Road At Sea (two crops). 

Solo Landing and Bold Monarch were sepa¬ 
rated by only $3,000 ($213,477 to $210,066) 
and finished 20th and 21st, respectively. Aris¬ 
tocratic wound up in 29th position ($150,268), 
while Road At Sea was in the 33rd spot ($113,- 
464).

Seldom has a Maryland stallion attracted 
more attention with his first crop of foals than 
did Wise Exchange in 1973. Represented by a 
foal crop of only nine, the syndicate-owned 
gray stallion vaulted to the top of the Maryland 
Two-Year-Old Sire List, surpassing such estab¬ 
lished stallions as Impressive, Rambunctious, 
Restless Native, Northern Dancer and Nearctic. 

Eight of Wise Exchange’s nine foals were 
winners. And one of the eight winners was a 
stakes-winner. 

The filly gaining stakes-winning distinction 
for her sire was Divine Grace who captured 
the $75,000-added Oak Leaf Stakes at Santa 
Anita and placed third in two other California 
added-money events. Divine Grace wound up 
the season with $79,075 in purse money and 
an assignment of 116 pounds on the Experi¬ 
mental Handicap. 

In addition to being Maryland’s overall top 
sire of 2-year-olds, Wise Exchange was second 
among all freshmen sires in North America for 
1973. 
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Bred and raced by the Bieber-Jacobs stable, 
Wise Exchange is a 9-year-old son of Promised 
Land out of Coastal Trade by *Coastal Traffic. 
Following the death of Hirsch Jacobs in 1970, 
Wise Exchange was syndicated by Hirsch’s son, 
John W. Jacobs. The horse was moved to the 
Jacobs family’s Stymie Manor Farm in Monk- 
ton, Md., from Florida in 1971. 

For the second year in a row syndicate-owned 
Impressive took down the runner-up position 


in the Maryland standings. In 1973 he sent out 
10 winners from a foal crop of 28. They earned 
$103,368. 

Impressive, a son of *Court Martial and 
High Voltage, stands at E. P. Taylor’s Wind- 
fields Farm in Chesapeake City. 

It is of interest to note that Maryland’s two 
leading 2-year-old sires both have the same 
second dam—Dynamo, a daughter of Menow.

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Native Dancer 
Again Dominates 
Broodmare Sires 



In a virtual duplication of the previous 
year’s statistics, Native Dancer and Nearctic 
were the one-two finishers among Maryland s 
sires of broodmares for the 1973 season. Native 
Dancer was gaining his seventh Maryland 
broodmare sire championship, having topped 
the division in 1964, 1968, 1969, 1970, 1971 
and 1972. 

Last year Native Dancer’s daughters were 
represented by 143 starters which earned 
$1,505,391, the second highest total ever at¬ 
tributed to a Maryland broodmare sire. That 
record was surpassed only in 1972 when Na¬ 
tive Dancer’s daughters had out the winners 
of $1,640,823. 

Foaled in 1950, Native Dancer was by Poly¬ 
nesian out of Geisha by Discovery. 


He stood at stud at Sagamore Farm through¬ 
out his entire career, succumbing in 1967 fol¬ 
lowing surgery for the removal of a malignant 
intestinal growth. Owned and bred by Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt, Native Dancer was one of the 
nation’s all-time great race horses, winning 21 
of 22 starts—his only defeat occurring in the 
1953 Kentucky Derby in which he finished 
second to Dark Star. 

Nearctic, the runner-up in 1973 to Native 
Dancer, stood at Woodstock Farm in Chesa¬ 
peake City. A foal of 1954, the son of Nearco 
and *Lady Angela was humanely destroyed 
last year as the result of an incurable case of 
lymphangitis. The stallion was owned by a 
syndicate.
